SOUTH IMPROVES ROADS
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MUCH WORK YET TO BE DONE
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The accompanying statistics stew that
the South had in MW highways aggre
gating 7SU miles of which 28WS had
been improved by the use of gravel sand
or day In other words 3 per cent of
Southern rural roads were improved
while statistics in the Department of Ag
riculture show that for the entire United
States 717 per cent of the public high-
ways outside of cities have beea im-

proved
These figures indicate tint the South

has yet a vast work to oe te Improving-
its roads and thus increasing the value
of its farm lands At the same time it
should be unjust to the South to draw
definite conclusions from these figures
tint are now four years old for In many
parts of the South great progress is being
made with road improvement and upto
date methods are being used

Progrrea In One County
The accompanying iUns atJoas give an

idea of the permanent Quality of work
being brought to bear upon the road con-

ditions of an Alabama county This coun-
ty atone the county of Montgomery may
be taken as evidence of general

of the government statis
tics for in IftK Montgomery is credited
with 316 miles of improved roads A

the board of revenue of Mont
gomery County shows 336 miles improved
out of a total of 859 thus indicating that
more than SI per cent of the roads of the
county are now good roads

In this county there is one mile of good
roads to every two and onehalf square

which is a high proportion Ac-
cording to J H Cook of the board of

Montgomery County has spent
In the last fourteen years 30G MK 9 on
goad roads while the taxable value of
the county has grown from less than
M99G3 to over 35000000 thus demonstrat-
ing by taxable value the convenience
brought through the county by the im
provement of the roads and the enhance
ment of land values

Why Kentucky Lend
The snowing of Kentucky was due at

the outset to favorable conditions rather
than to a system for good roads
Limestone common in the States of Ohio
and Indiana accounts for the ease with
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widen stone roads can be built
Kentucky has been building stone

Heretofore the companys forestry oper-
ations have been eonaaed to a limited

Some Shrubbery
A sped effort has been directed this

season to growing ornamental shrubbery
for WISe in parking the lawns around sta
tions and unoccupied spaces along the
roadway To save the tine required to
grow these from seed 001 plants have
been imported from France They will
be placed in beds at the companys nur-
sery at MorrtevIHe N J Part of them
will be ready for transplanting next year
and the remainder in 1KL

Indicative of the scope of the forestry
plan of the company this year is the facttot at the Morrisville nursery alone ap-
proximately 3258WO trees have been dug
bundled and shipped to places along the
railroad The area occupied by these trees
has been plowed fertilized and is to be
replanted with about 20 bushels of
acorns Half million coniferous seed
lings which were grown last year are
being set in transplant beds to remain
for a year before being set out perma-
nently In addition to the above there

be planted this spring about 100
pounds of pine and spruce tree seed
which should produce about a million
plants These in time will be transplant-
ed in permanent locations
